British 
Columbia was not going to break loose 
froju her alk'i,'iauco -at least not just 
yot. She hul for Attoru ly-Gcueral 
a very young guntlemaa, wlio appar- 
«ntly felt all tho depreciation which 
belongs ".o a prophet in hia own coun- 
try, and who naturally had a desire to 
trarel ivitliout cost ami to appear with 
dignity of ()!ll''ial lifo nt the Colonial 
Oilice and 2)orhapri at Court. Cartier 
had dined with the Queen 'tete-a-te to,' 
■why not Walkom? When to these 
reasonings w<i9 added tiie good which 
might bo hopsd for to tho Conserva- 
tive party by creating soius kintl ofan- 
tt'^onisin batweeu the Government of 
the Dominiou and tho Colonial Olhce 
— by repre.senting -the- Yankees aa 
about to po33s'33 themselves of British 
Columbia through tho inertia or worse 
of the Liberal Government wo see 
ample reason for ^Ir.Walkem's journey 
to London. AVe are sure ho has en- 
joyed himsolf, and that was probably 
all that ho or other well informed 
people ospoctod from his mission, 
though from the manner ia which it 
vraa announced in the Conservative 
papers, as he made one stage after an- 
other of the long trip from hij 'hoiue 
in tho sotting sun.' To tho British 
metropolis, it might be thought that 
ho was expect'- : 1 to revolutionize the 
politicly of tli& J)oimnionby whisper- 
ing for live liiirmtos in the ear of Lord 
Carnarvon. J3y tho papers which came 
by the last mail, we learned something 
for tho first time of Mr. Walkem, 
since he has left our shores for the 
British Lsleg. We find that sometime 
during the week before tho .steamer 
left, .some geiillemon were good natur- 
ed enough to give Lho envoy a dinner 
in London, wIilto of course, that gen: 
tloman made a speech. Judging from 
the report of that speech alone, it was 
•vidoiit that tho air of Downing street 
had not juovd inspiriting. If Mr. 
Walkain hail sui.l in Caniula before ho

exposition of policy, which Mr. Walkom 
had gone! to l;ou(lon for tho ]nirp(jsc 
of ctnniLeractin,:^ . Ho .said on 'oohalf 
of British Culiindjia that slio diil not 
expect tho railway to bo built within tho 
docade stipulated by Sir John A. Mac- 
doiiahl; Init she did hope to have the 
Ij.irgain niado vrith lier carried (jut. in 
good faith — procisoly what Mv. .Mac- 
konzio has always iirtunisful. As to 
what had taken [)l.ico IkjIwci ii himsfif 
and Lord Carnarvon, tho Columbian 
envoy, was silent and mysteiious. On 
that subject his lips were sealed. Lord 
Burleigh's celebrated nod could not 
have been mora ocular and leas oxijlicit.

New Dipiomatlo Revela- 
tions- 

" Wo havo again, romarkod tho Berlin 
correspondent of tho London "Timos," 
what are pretended to be diplomatio 
revelations. For some time the news 
had boon widely circulated that the 
UliramoutauG Party ^vas jn'oparing a 
publication under the title of '-Uovolu- 
tion from abov(!," which was to illus- 
tr.nto tho Bismarck policy in its true 
light. The "Neue Wiener Tagblatt" 
is now in a position to publish extracts 
from tho fourth chapter of tho book, 
which protends to give tho nocrot his- 
tory of preparation:) in ISti.") for a war 
with Ausitna, and tho negotiations be- 
tween Bismarck and \'on dor Piord- 
ten, then Bavarian Prime ]\Iinister. 
It begins with a Cabinet Council wliich 
King William hold at Gastoin, and at 
which tho ropn-scnt:itivos of Prussia at 
tho (Courts of \'ioiin:i, Paris, and Mu- 
nich wore likewise present, and in 
which Bismarok pleaded for the neces- 
sity of a speedy collision with Austria. 
'Vender Goldt, the minister in Paris, 
gave tha most positive assurance about 
tho neutrality of Franco. Prince 
Rouo.s, tho Minister in Munich, gave 
an account of the state of the Bavarian 
army, which was not in a condition to 
make war; besides which the King was 
all intent on public buildings — a great 
theatro and other ornamontal w'orks. 
It was only necessary to gain over the 
Bararian Premior, Yonder Pfordten. 
Then follows a fully detailed account 
of the interview between this latter 
and Bismarck at Salzburg, in which 
Prince Bismarck is iiiado to develop 
his [dans. tlo acquaints the Bavarian 
l-*reinier with tho tirm rosolution of 
Prussia to acquire superiority at least 
in North Gormauy. and he showed 
him tho results of siding with or against 
Prussia. If Bavaria did tho latter, it 
must be prepared to pay a hoavy war 
indoiumty and a province, too, while, 
in case of romainini^ even neutral, 
there would bo tho ac(pusition of 
Salzburg and of a jjortion of the Tyrol 
in store for her, whioh wat so much 
the moro desirable as tlie Bavarian 
frontier toward Austria was so much 
exposed th.it an .Vustrian army might 
ill three days hr. in .Munich. Tho late 
Bavarian Premier is accused of having 
kept secret these overtures, and it is 
insinuated that he acted on them. The 
details of the interview aro said to 
havo come from Yonder Pfordten him- 
self, who rolatod them to a Blr. S.; 
from Holstoiii.who hasboen a frequent 
aiid wolcomo guest at his villa. Mr. S.
